Fatalities on account of gasoline fires 
are on the Increase, which leads the 
Journal o f the American Medical A s­ 
sociation to remark that, "in harmony 
with 
ox[>erieiices 
respecting 
human 
w ays and human Indifference, tile in­ 
creasing use o f gasoline and 
other 
liquid fuels which are dangerous be­ 
cause of their ready inflam m ability 
will probably increase tile number of 
accidents w hich cause loss o f life as 
well as great d am age to proiiorty. M is­ 
cellaneous im zn rd s iii the use o f the 
Inflammable products exist w hich lead 
to leakage o f these volatile substance* 
and their Ignition by spontaneous ami 
unsuspected methods, as well as those 
duo to obvious carelessness 
“ A feature, however, which is not 
readily comprehended aud which is a 
serious source of danger is the fact 
that gasoline or gasoline vapor burns, 
but a m ixture o f the vapor and air is 
highly 
explosive.” 
The 
bureau 
o f 
mines in a technical paper by G, A. 
Burrell illustrates Hie situation in these 
words; 
“ If one takes Hie cover off a full pail 
o f tightly Inclosed gasoline and ap­ 
plies a m atch to tile surface the gaso­ 
line w ill flare up and burn as long as 
the gasoline lasts. 
On the other hand, 
if one puts a few drops o f gasoline in 
a small tightly inclosed pail, w aits a 
few m inutes aud then introduces a 
flame or uu electric spark a violent e x ­ 
plosion w ill 
m ost likely 
resu lt 
in 
the first place, the vapor burns u s fa st 
as it com es from the gasoline and 
m ixes w ith Hie oxygen of th e nlr; in 
the second, the oil vaporizes in the pail 
and m ixes uniformly with the air In it 
to form an explosive mixture, aud on 
ignition explodes. 
“Consequently, w hen oue hears o f a 
disastrous gasoline explosion one m ay 
be sure that It resulted from the m ix­ 
ing of the vapor from the gasoline 
wit Ii air ta the proportions necessary 
to form an exp losive mixture. 
“Tile behavior of illum inating gas, 
which burns quietly when 
liberated 
alone, but explodes when a mixture 
with air is heated, is quite analogous. 
The public has been slow’ to appre­ 
ciate these distinctions, aud hence they 
deserve em phasis. 
“A t ordinary tem peratures air will 
hold from 5 to 28 t>er cent o f gasoline 
uipor. 
As gasoline vapor is about 
three tim es as heavy as air. in a room 
containing a m ixture o f the vapor with 
oir the va|>or is found in largest pro­ 
portion near the floor. 
According to 
tile governm ent experts there is need­ 
ed only a smalt proportion of gaso­ 
line vnjior to render air ex p losive—1.4 
cubic feet o f the va|>or to 97.5 cubic 
feet of nlr.

plant perfect seed. crop production 
would be doubled," said the form ­ 
er congressman.
